longer: Witnefſe foz the general, thoſe infinite CTreatiſes of

full diſconerie of WitcheginLancaſhire,bcing 19 in number, 
notozions fo2z many infamed actions, and conuicted befoze Sir 
Fames Altham, and Sir Edward Bromley, Barons of the Ex⸗ 
chequer ; togither with the Arraignment and tryall of Iennet 
Preſton at Pozke, with her feareſull execution fo2 the mur- 
thering of Mr. Lifter by Witch-craft, withinfinite other rsla- 
tions concerning the generall conuiction of Witches,and their 
p2zactiſes, and condemnation ot the particular opinion of ſome 
men, who ſuppoſe there be none at all, oz at leaf, that thep doe 
not perſonally oz truely effect ſuch things as are imputed vnto 
them, and which out of ſome dangerous impꝛeſſion of Pelan- 
cholp, Uaine-glozp, oz ſome other diſeaſed operation, they aſ* 
ſame to themſelues by rcaſon of a fozmer contract with the 
Deyill. And ſo mych oz the certaiatie of Stozie, and feare⸗ 
fulnefle of the truth concerning the damnable pzactiſes of 
Witches, and cunning of the Deuill to decetne them. 
But pet becauſe the minde of man may be carried away 
with many idle coniectures, either that women confeſſed theſe 
things by extremitie of tozture, oz that ancient examples are 
by this time foꝛgotten (although the particulars are vpon re⸗ 
cod, foz the benefit of all poſteritie:) Oz that they were be⸗ 
fides themſelues, oz ſubiec to ſome weake deniſe oz other; ras 
ther to bzing in queſtion the integritie of Juſtice, than to 
make odious the lines of ſuch hozrible affenders. J haue pꝛe⸗ 
ſumed to pzeſent on the Stage of veritie , foz the god of my 
Country,andthe lone of truth, the late wofull Tragedie of the 
deſlruction of the Right Yonourable the Carle of Rutlands 
Childzen, who (to his eternall pꝛaiſe) pꝛotteded vet both reli- 
giouſly and charitably againſt the offenders, leauing their pꝛo⸗ 
ſecutien to the Law, and ſubmitting himſelfe and deplozable 
caſe to the pzouidence of Cod, who afflicteth his beſt ſernants 
with puniſhments, and many times, ſendeth ertraozdinarie 
vengeance as well on the innocent, as the bad deſeruer, to 
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the (gentle Reader) !

-bonourably in the courſe of his life, as neither diſplacing Te- 
nants, diſcharging &ernants, noz: denying the acceſſe of the 


pone; but welcoming of ſtrangers , and perfozming all the 
duties af a noble Lo2d; that he faſtned as it were vnto hin- 


lelke the laue and god. apinion of the Cauntrey; wherein he 


walked the moze chtere fully and remarkable, becauſe his Pa⸗ 
nourable Conntclſe marched arme in arme with him in the 
ſame race: Do that Beauer- e was acontinuall Pallace 
p1 e toʒ atiſozts both rich 
and poꝛe, cſpetially ſuch ancient people as neighboured the 
ſame ; amongſt whom, one Ioane Flower withhcr Daughters,

complaints. Firtt, that Ioane Flower, the Mother, was a 
monſtrous malitious woman, full of oathes, curſes, and impꝛe⸗ 
cations irreligious, and fo2 any thing they ſaw by her, a plaine 
Atheist: beſides, of late dapes, her very tountenance was 
eſtranged, her eyes were ſierie and hollow, her ſpiech fell and 
enuious; her demeanour ſtrange and exotick, and her tonuerſa⸗ 
tion ſequeſtred-; ſo that the whole courſe of her life gaue great 
ſuſpition that ſh&e was a notozious Mitth: pea, ſome cf her 
neighbours dared toaffirme , that ſhie delt with familiar ſpi⸗ 
rita, and terrified them all with curſes and thzeatning of re» 
uenge, if thers were neuer {9 little canſe of diſpleaſure and vn- 
kindneſſe, Concerning Margaret, that hee often refoztedfrom 
the Caffle to her Pother , bzinging ſuch pzoniffon as they 
thought was vnbefitting foz a ſeruant to purlopne, and tom⸗ 
ming at ſuch vnſeaſonable houres,that they could not but con 
iecture ſome miſchiele betweene them, and that their extrao2d(- 
marie ryot and expences tended both to rob the Ladie, and to 
maintaine certaine debauſht and baſe companie , which fre- 
guentedthis loanc Flowers houſe the mother, and ſpecially her 
rongeſt daughter. Concerning Phillip, that ſhee was lewdly 
tranſpozted with the loneofone Th: Sympſon; who pzeſumed = 
to ſay, that che had bewitched him; foz he had no power to 
leane her, and was (as he ſuppoſed) maruellouſly both 
in minde — acquainted 3 Theſe com- 
plaints began many ye&res befozs either their connietion, 93 
publique appꝛehenſien: Notwithfkauving, ſuch was the Yo- - 
naur of this Garie and his Ladie; ſuch was the cunning of 
this monſtrous woman in-obſeruation towards them; — 
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was the ſubtle tie vf the Deuill to bzing his purpoſes to paſſe ; 


ſuch was the pleaſars of God to make tryall ot his ſernants ; 
and ſuch was the effect of a damnable womans wit and malicts 
ous ennie, that all things were carried away in the (moth 
channell of liking and god entertainment on every ſide, vacill 
the Earle by degries conceiued ſome milſlike againſt her; and 
fo, peraduenture eſtranged himſelfe from that familiaritte and 
acciſtomed conferences he was wont to haue with her: vn- 
till one Peate offered her ſome W2ong ; againſt whom ſh&E 
complained, but found that my Lo2d did not affect her clamo⸗ 
rous and malicious infomation : vntill one Mr. Vauaſor as 
bandonsd her companie, as either ſuſpitious of her lewd life, oz 
diſtaſted with his owne milliking of ſugh baſe and pe Crea⸗ 
tures, whom no bodie loned but the Carles houſhold ; vntill 


the Counteſſe miſconceining of her Daughter Margaret, and 


diſcouering ſome bndecencies both in her life and neglect of 
ber buſineſſe, diſcharged her from lying any moꝛe in the Caſtle, 
pet gaue her foztie ſhillings,a boler, and a mattreſſe of woll; 
commanding her to goe home; butill the flackneſſe of her re- 
papzing to the Caſtle, as ſh&@ was wont, did turne her lone 
and liking toward this Ponourable Earle and his Familie, 
into hate and rancour: whereupon deſpighted to be ſa negle⸗ 
ted,and expꝛobzated by her neighbours foz her Daughters ca- 
Cing out of dozes,and other conceiued diſpleaſures, ſhe grew 
paſt all ſhame and woman hood, and many times curſed them 
all that were the cauſe of this diſcontentment, and made her 
ſa loathſome to her fozmer familiar friends and beneficiall ac⸗ 
guaintance.

When the Deuillperceined the inſicious diſpoſition of this 
wꝛetch, and that cher and her daughters might eaſily be made 
inſtruments to inlarge his kingdome, and be as it were the 
txecutioners of his vengeance; not caring whether it lighted 
vpon innocents 62 no, he came mozene&rer vnto them, and in 
plaine termes, to come quickly to the purpoſe , effered them 
his ſeruice, and that in ſach a manner, as they might caſily 
command what they pleaſed : Foz he would attend pon in 


ſuch pꝛettis fozmes of Dog, Cat, oz Rat, that they ſhould 
neither

neither be terrifiov, n) anp dody elſe ſuſpicions of the mattet. 
Upon this they agree ; and (as itthorild ſeeme)giue away their 
ſontes fo the ſeruite of ſuch Spirits, as he had pzomiſed them 
whic> fitthp conditions were ratified with abhominable kiſſes, 
an sdious ſacrifice of blond, not leaning ont certatne charmes 
and coninrations, with which the Denill deceiued them, as 
though nothing conld be done without ceremony, and a ſo⸗ 
lemnittie of orderly ratification. By this time doth Sathan 
triumph, and goeth away ſatis led to haue caught ſach fiſh in 
the net of his illuſions : By this time are thoſe women Dinels 
incarnate, and grow pꝛoud againe in their cunning and artifi» 
all power to doe what miſchiefe they liſted: By this time the 
learne the manner of inchantations, Spels, and Charmes: By 
this time they kill what Cattell they liſt, and vnder the conert 
of flattery and familiar entertainement,kepe hidden the ſting⸗ 
ing Serpent of malice, and a venamous inclination to mils 
ſchlele ! By this time is the Earle and his family thꝛeatned, 
and muſt feele the bur then of a terrible tempeſt, which from 
theſe womens Diuelliſth deuiſes fell vpon him, he neyther ſus 
pecting noz vnderffanding the ſame: By this time both him ⸗ 
ſelle and his honourable Coun teſſe, are many times ſubiett to 
ſickenc ſſe and cxtraordinarp convulſions, which they taking 
as gentle cozrections from the hand of God, ſubmit with guiet- 
nefle to his mercy , and ſfudy nothing moꝛe, then to glozifis 
their Creatoꝛ in heauen, and beare his croſſes on earth, 

At laſt, as malice int reaſed in theſe damnable Momen; ſo 
his family felt the (matt of their reuenge and inſicious diſpolts 
tion. Foz his eldcſt Sonne Henry L83d Rolle ſickned very 
firavgely, and after a while dyed: and his next, named Francis 
d Rolle, acco2dingly, was ſeverely toꝛmented bythem, and 
moſt barbarouſly and inhumanely foztured by a ſfrange ficke- 
neſſe; nut lung after the Lady Katherine was ſet vport by their 
dangerous and diuelliſh pꝛactiſes, and many times in great 
danger of life, thzough exfreame maladies and vnuſuall fits. 
Nay: (as it ſhould ſeeme, and they afterward confeſſed) both 
the Carle and his Counteſſe wereb2ought into their ſnares as 
they imagined, and indeed * to keepe _ from 
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miſchicuons damnation ! Notwithſtanding all this did the no-
